ARTILLERYMEN. 


They Were One* Regarded a* Mechan- 


ics. Not Soldiers. 


Until the time of Charles XII. of 


Sweden the artillery was not consid- 
ered a part of tbe army. Tbe men 
servlug in It were not soldiers, but re- 
garded as iBOLlmnlcs. The officers had 
no army rank. CUiirlPS XII, ga^e ar- 
tillery 
officers n rante and regularly 


organized tbe artillery into companies. 
The battle of 1'sn In demonstrated the 
superiority of the puu in the hands of 
the Spanish infantry. The musket car- 
ried a two ouoce ball and sometimes 
brought down at one fire two or three 
mailed knights 
The French sent a 


flag of truce to remonstrate ngninst 
the use of such barbarous weapons. 


Alexander hnd four kinds of cavalry 


—the catuphiaatl, or heavy 
armed 


horse; the 
light cavalry, carrying 


spears and very light armor; the acro- 
ballstae, or mounted archers, used for 
outposts, patrols and reconnolterlng 
duty, and the dlmachoe, or troops ex- 
pected to act either as cavalry or in- 
fantry. Alexander the Great reorgan- 
ized his father's army 
The file or 


lachos of sixteen men was the unit; 
two fifes made a dilochy; two diloehiea 
made a tetrarchy; two tetrarchles a 
texlarchy; two of these n svntagura; 
sixteen of these a small phalnux; four 
of these a telra-phalangiirchy, other- 
wise known as a large phalanx. 


The Greeks attacked in a phalanx, 


the spears Interlocked and shields 
overlapping. After the first onset the 
spears were dropped, and the day wa« 
decided with the sword. The cavalry 
attacked the enemy in tbe rear If pos- 
sible and in cose of victory undertook 
the pursuit-Pearson's Weekly. 


SOFT SHELLED 
CRABS. 


The-Way They Get Rid of Their Hard 


Outer Coati. 


Many persons believe that the haul 


shelled crab and the soft shelled crab 
are two different species. This is not 
so. 
The Bhollfiith thus distinguished 


are merely hio conditions of the same 
species. 


Once a year the crab bbeds its hard 


outer coat, much as does a snake, in 
order to give itself room fur greater 
growth. 
When it gets ready to miike 


the transformation H sidles In close to 
shore, where the water at low tide will 
Just cover It, and where It is compara- 
tively safe from Its maritime enemies. 
Then, when it is half burled in the 
sand, its shell splits open behind, and 
It painfully crawls out. The new coat, 
as soft as skin. Is already well starLed 
But until it shall have become fairly 
bard the crab stays almost motionless 
In the shoals. While ft is in this con- 
dition Its pinchers are useless, end It 
falls an easy prey to the most insig- 
nificant enemy which happens upon it. 


Theio Is no particular time of year 


chosen by the crab for the metamor- 
phosis. All through the twelve months 
fisher lads and barefoot fishermen wad- 
Ing with their baskets along the shore 
at low tide gather the helpless crabs, 
which fetch a high price In the mar- 
kets. 
In their soft state they are 


worth from four to five times their 
price when in their natural hard con- 
dition.—Chicago News.
